RENEW ING TH EIR YOUTH. 
F orm er C alifornians H ave u G lorious 
R eunion on tlie P otom ac. 
W ash in gton , May 15th.—The ex-Califor­ 
nia Pioneers held their iirst general reunion 
at Marshall Hall, on the banks of the Po­ 
tomac, yesterday. The party went from 
this city by steamer, the craft being com­ 
manded by Captain Illuke, himself a pi­ 
oneer df the Golden State. At the rendez­ 
vous the excursionists were met by delega­ 
tions from Baltimore and other places. 
The party from Washington was as fol­

On reaching Marshall Hall a meeting 
was called, and Governor Price, who holds 
that title by reason of election to the chief 
magistracy of the State of New Jersey, was 
called upon to preside. The meeting was 
for the purpose of effecting an organiza­ 
tion. He went to California originally in 
1S4G as purser in the United Stales Navy. 
On taking the chair he delivered a speech 
of a few momems’ duration, thanking 
those present for the honor conferred upon 
him, and giving expression to the opinion 
that rarely does such a body of men gather 
as was assembled on tnis occasion. He 
said tja t the men who went to California 
in 1849 had founded an erupira better than 
they knew at the time. They had by their 
labois revolutionized the values of the 
world. No matter what had been their ex­ 
perience before or since, they were the 
better for going to California in those days. 
No belter school could ever be found to 
prepare them for the realities of life than 
that which they studied in during the pe­ 
riod of their sojourn on the Pacilic coast 
in 1849. 
A plan for a permanent organization was 
proposed by' George C. Gorham and adopted 
without a dissenting voice. Its object was 
simply for the social enjoyment of its 
members. It was proposed that a Presi­ 
dent, Vice-President and .Secretary, who 
should also be Treasurer, should be" elected 
on the first Monday of May of each year, at 
which meeting a lime for the annual re­ 
union or picnic would be set. 
This plan 
was unanimously adopted. General John 
C. Fremont, who had intended to be pres­ 
ent, was unavoidably detained in New 
York, but nevertheless was elected the 
iirst President of the National Association 
of California Pioneers, as the organization 
was named, the action being loudly ap­ 
plauded by all present. 
A telegram had 
been received from him, regretting his ab­ 
sence. George C. Gorham was made Vice­ 
President, and Hallet Kilbourne Secretary 
and Treasurer. 
Then, letters of regret were read from 
those who were expected to have been pres­ 
ent on the occasion. Among them was one 
from General Sherman, and also from Jus­ 
tice Field of the United States Supreme 
Court. 
When dinner was ready the company sat 
down to a sumptuous repast, which was 
washed down by an installment of Cali- 
fornja wine, after which speeches were in 
order. George C. Gorham presided. Only 
California reminiscences were in order. 
Every story told was to be taken as the gos­ 
pel truth, and the man who could tel! of 
the greatest hairbreadth escapes was 
to he the biggest hero. Speeches were 
made by Governor H unt of Colorado, 
E. B. McGrotty’, who as master of an East 
India vessel, went via the Cape of Good 
Hope to California and picked up on the 
way a cargo of 300 Chinamen—the Iirst 
taken to the Golden State; Colonel McMnn- 
hue, who was with General John Frcemont 
in his early' exploration; Mr. Pohndortf, Dr. 
Beverly Tucker and Judge Selden S. 
W right of San Francisco, who proposed as 
a toast, “The New California.” 
The closing speech was made by’ Govern­ 
or Price, who told of his experience in Cal­ 
ifornia, in 1849, in connection with the naval 
forces. The party left just before sundown, 
and passed the return trip in telling further 
reminiscences and singing old California

The general impression is that tlie Presi­ 
dent will appoint a Democrat from the 
South to the office—am an not far beyond 
the prime of life, of good talents and capa­ 
city for a great deal of hard work.

la ttic e W oods G ives I’p A fter a H ard 
.Sti uficle for Life. 
W ashington, May 15th.—Justice W illiam 
B. Woods, of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, died at his residence in this 
city at 12:10 l*. m. yesterday. He was seri­ 
ously ill in California about a month ago, 
but improved enough to enable him to 
come home. After his arrival here he con­ 
tinued to grow rapidly worse. His disease 
was dropsy. He suffered intensely on Fri­ 
day night, but in the early morning he ap­ 
parently became insensible to pain, and 
was entirely unconscious. 
Justice Woods was born in Newark, 0., 
and after receiving his primary education 
was sent to Yale College, where he gradu­ 
ated in 1845. Subsequently he studied law 
and began the practice of his profession in 
1847. 
Entering the political arena as a 
Democrat, he was elected in 1S57 to the 
Ohio Legislature, and made Speaker of the 
Assembly’, and was re-elected to the same 
body two years thereafter. After the break­ 
ing out of the war in 1861 he went into the 
limitary’ service as Lieutenant-Colosel of 
the Sixteenth Infantry, serving as snch 
until the war closed, when he was breveted 
Major-General. He was mustered out in 
Alabama, where he remained, returning to 
his legal duties and political life. He was 
chosen State Chancellor for six years, but 
after serving in this position lor two years 
was appointed by President Grant Circuit 
Judge" of the United States for the Frith 
District, which office he held while resid­ 
ing in Mobile for a number of years. His 
promotion to the United Slates Supreme 
Court took place in 1S80. 


JUSTICE W OODS’ SUCCESSOR. 
Speculations C oncerning th e U.S. Suprem e 
Court Vacancy. 
W ashington, May I5th.—[Special.]—The 
Justices of the Supreme Court are taking a 
lively inteiest in the appointment of a suc­ 
cessor to Associate Justice Woods. It is 
hoped that the appointment will be made 
as soon as it can decently be done alter the 
burial of the dead jurist. The work before 
the Court is so voluminous that the presence 
of a full bench to transact it is imperatively 
require. 
The Court will soon adjourn 
for the summer's work on the different 
Circuits, and if the appointment is long de­ 
layed the Fifth Circuit, embracing the 
States ot Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis­ 
sissippi. Louisiana and Texas, will suffer. 
The Justices take an interest in the selec­ 
tion of their new associate only second 
to the desire of the President to get 
the right man 
for the place.

to be agreed, and that is, that they do not 
wish Attorney-General Garland to be given 
the appointment.

A nother of the G reat R aces W on J»y a 
“ D a rk ” H orse. 
New Y ork, May lltli.—The great Brook­ 
lyn Handicap was run to-day, and again 
the knowing ones were disappointed. The 
attendance was large, fully 15,000, and an 
enormous sum of money—upward of $600,- 
000—was dependeht on the race.

Garrison urged his mount, Hamil­ 
ton shook up “ the black Spaniard” and 
McLaughlin made his run with Boaz. hut 
the little bay colt still tead. Into the 
homestretch they swept, McCarty hugging 
the rail so closely' that nothing could 
squeeze through. Blue V ing on his out­ 
side lapped Dry Monopole. Hidalgo was 
cut oil. Hamilton was forced to go round, 
hut Haggin’s horse responded noblv and 
gamed at every stride. The other animals 
were now out of the hunt. 
The battle raged furiously between the 
three leaders, struggling for a nose or a 
neck, but Dry Mottople was never caught. 
He won by a nose and Blue Wing heat 
Hidalgo by a nose. Oritlamme was fourth 
a dozen lengths back. 
Alf Estell was 
never in the race. 
Boaz was outclassed. 
Hamilton spared not the black horse for 
Hidalgo went to the stable with his hide 
punctured with the rowels, and patches of 
blood were scattered here and there. 
The time, 2:07. lowers the record by half 
a second. Dry Monopole covered himself 
with glory and his owner with shekels. 
\\ hen the saddle was taken from his back 
he was decorated with a horseshoe of fresh 
dowers aud followed to the paddock by a 
throng of men half crazy with delight. 
For half an hour thev hung round his box, 
eating him np with hungry glances. Mc­ 
Carty was mobbed. W hen the jockey de­ 
scended from the dressing-room men closed 
round him. Wheresoever he turned they 
turned, and for a time all else was for­ 
gotten. It was a great race, a glorious vic­ 
tory, and the horse and jockey' deserved all 
the attention they got. The owner is said 
to have won $60,000.

BEST IN TH E COUNTRY. 
F lattering Report ou tlie C alifornia Catite 
Car System . 
W ashington, May 15th.—[Special.]— 
President Henry H urt and Charles C. 
Glover, the committee appointed by the 
Washington and Georgetown Street Rail­ 
road Company, of this city, to examine the 
various lines of cable roads in the cities of 
the United States, have returned from San 
Francisco. 
They will recommend the 
adoption of the cable system in Washing­ 
ton. President H urt says they found the 
finest system of cable roads in San Fran­ 
cisco, and will duplicate the Market-street 
line here. Mr. Hurt says of this line: 
The cars arc thirty-two feet long, two- 
thirds of their length being closed, and are 
mounted on trucks, so that they can turn 
curves with ease. They will carry 100 
passengers, and are nearly always crowded. 
A speed of from nine to ten miles an hour 
is steadily maintained. No accidents oc­ 
cur, for people are cautious, and teams 
quickly leave the track when they hear the 
gong, which is placed over the gripman’s 
head. The whole plant is of great solidity. 
No wood is used about the tracks, even for 
ties.

'I HE TEXT-BOOK QUESTION. 


T hat Ma«s M eeting of tl;o Federated 
T rades in San Francisco. 
The San Francisco papers yesterday con­ 
tain reports of the meeting held on Satur­ 
day evening, at Metropolitan Temple, by 
the Federated Trades concerning the State 
text-books for the public schools. 
Ex-Senator J. M. Day, the first speaker, 
said the proper officials should lie held ac­ 
countable for its rigid enforcement. 
Thomas J. Clunie thought the attempt 
to render inoperative the State text-book 
Jaw was an outrage, and charged that the 
State Superintendent wished ti> make the 
system odious before the people. The 
books sold by the ” book rings” at $1 50 
could be made and sold by the State for 21 
cents. The law to secure such results as 
these must tie carried out. The speaker, 
from statistics in his possession, said that 
when the books are ready for distribution 
the number will be short by 20,000 read­ 
ers. 15.000 spellers and 10.000 arithmetics. 
On the conclusion of his remarks, says 
the Call, sombody in the andience called 
out, “ Sit down." General Clunie, in a 
voice of anger, repjied : “ If the man who 
sa’d that will come on this platform I will 
either sit him down or he will sit me 
down.” General Clunie then said : " I see 
the man ; he is a representative of the Ne­ 
vada Bank. He is a dirty whelp and a 
contemptible puppv. Turn him out.” A 
number of the audience sprang toward the 
party indicated, and several taking him by 
the shoulders pushed bint up the main 
aisle. He was followed by a crowd who 
kicked at him, and struck him, and after 
hustling him out of the door, threw him 
down stairs. The excitement ran high for 
a time. The man so treated was J. S. An­ 
gus, Secretary of the Anglo-Nevada Assur 
ance Company. 
E. G. AndersoD read some resolutions 
which were adopted, calling on the towns 
of the State to hold meetings and insist 
upon the law being carried out. 
Charles A. Sumner spoke at length and 
asked : “ W hat has caused the text-book 
law to remain inoperative ?’’ Heanswered 
the question by saying: “ The book ring, 
which represents $50,000 000. I don’t say 
that the State Superintendent is inlluenced 
by this ring, but I say he is either ignorant 
or he is interfering and trifling with the 
administration of justice.” 
Several other topics, such as the bakers’ 
and brewers' strikes, were also discussed, 
but neither the State Superintendent nor 
the Governor were charged with being re­ 
sponsible for these. 


Lawyer R esented an A ttack on 
Christianity.. 
I kiah, May 14th.—Last night, while 
Samuel P. Putnam was delivering a lecture 
on "American Democracy” to a large 
audience, and as he assailed the Christian 
religion, (>. C. Hamilton, a young attorney, 
disturbed tlie speaker, and, on being told 
to sit down by the Chairman, became so 
enraged that he grabbed a burning coal-oil 
lamp and threw it at the speaker. He then 
grabbed the second one to throw, but was 
prevented from doing so. W hile leaving 
the room he waved the burning lamp above 
his head, scattering burning coal oil over 
the audience. Great excitement prevailed, 
and women and children screamed and 
rushed for the door. A number of women 
and children fell from thetop tofhe bottom 
of the stairs, and were piled up in a heap.

Genesis xiv., 18, 1' 7 20, and 
according to Josephus, Abrahant, Kxiig úf 
Damascus, with hvj >cd captains of armies 
conquered the belligerent nations who had 
captured his broth-r Lit, «mi Melchioedek, 
King of Salem, Priest of the high God 
without parentage, administered wine and 
bread unto Abraham, who paid him tithes. 
Genesis xv., 4, the visibly exhibited word 
of Jehovah was addressed by Abraham as 
Adonj, i. e., Sir, not • ord God; Abraham’s 
belief in this identity ot the two persons 
was accounted unto hint as righteousness ; 
his doubt in the promise was punished 
with 400 years slavery in Egypt. The origi­ 
nal says "he believed in <not uuto) Jehovah. 
Genesis xviii., Jehovah appeared as three 
men, and is addressed by-Abraham as "m y 
Lord ”—in the singular. 
In Genesis xxii. Abraham yielded his 
son instantly, resigned him on the first day 
as dead unto him, but received him baek 
on the third day; God provided his own 
lamb. " For because thou hast done this 
tiling ” is a mistranslation. In the original 
it says, “ That which thou hast done in not 
withholding thine only son, etc., shall an­ 
swer or he reiterated.” [Hebrew vaan. fu­ 
ture tense of Anab to answer.) “ As it is 
said this day is the m ount of tlieL ord.it 
shail be seen," was added in Ezra's tim e: 
they then looked for that great event. 
"n Genesis xlix. “ Shiloh’.’ does not 
mean Christ; the scepter departed from Ju ­

Israel after stray- 
by a nation which is no nation—and at the 
end be gathered more gloriously to their 
own land. Job xxxiii., xxiv.; Ps. lxxxv, sin 
is expiated by God’s ¡¡tiding his ransom ; 
mercy and truth met, righteousness and 
peace kissed each other, Full references 
were made to l’s. ii , 16, 22, 3f, 40; Isaiah 
vii., 14; ix.,6, 7; xlviii.. 16; lxi., 1.; xlix.; I., 
32; lxiii.. ff.; the Son of God,conceived by the 
virgin, the heathen rageu against him, the 
Immanuel, wonderful, mighty God, prince 
of peace (King of Salem), 011 the throne of 
God, coining first in humility, not opening 
his mouth, led to judgment and prison, not 
one bone broken; by his stripes we are 
healed.

llere the spsaker dwelt at length to show 
from Eaniel, Ezekiel, Zachariah and his­ 
tory. that this time is close at hand—not 
twenty, probably not fifteen years distant— 
and Israel’s elory shall then exceed its 
former and that of all the world. The 
seven millions of Jews now existing are 
the 7,000 (prophetic 1-1,000) Krees who 
have not bowed to the Baal ot hypocrisy 
of othei churches. No Jew unconverted, 
or Messianic or Ransomed (as he culls the 
“ converted " ones], has ever shrunk from, 
but tenaciously preserved Judaism. But 
the Gentile Nicolaitans, who think or say 
they are Jews, but are not; who say there 
is no distinction now, and do not preach to 
tbe Jew first, and slight them, shall be cast 
out—nothing unclean, or that maketh a lie 
or envy, shall enter the Holy City. The 
speaker expressed fears that now, at Mes­ 
siah's great coming, the Gentiles will not 
be found ready, or they will reject him ;

SHALL WE HAVE A LOCAL “ BOOM?’ 


A thoughtful correspondent in last Sat­ 
urday’s R ecord-U kion [Hjinted out a di­ 
rection for the activity of local public 
spirit that ought to attract wide attention. 
It is immaterial for the purposes of this 
consideration whether his details for local 
jm provem ent arc all within the realm of 
feasibility or not—it is sufficient that the 
propositions have the ring of high public 
enterprise, move upon the plane of possi­ 
bility, and point out means at band for 
making the favored section suburban to 
Sacramento the most inviting, prosperous 
and best peopled of any portion of our much- 
favored 
State. 
It 
ought 
to 
make 
no difference whatever who 
is to be 
benefited or how much, what private bus­ 
iness is to be advanced or individual ambi­ 
tion conserved, when a plan is proposed 
that on its face is meritorious and promi­ 
ses to enhance the value of all property, 
and increase the sura of human happiness. 
In 
brief, the suggestion is that the 
people 
of 
the 
suburban 
region 
of 
Sacramento cast 
of 
the city, by in­ 
quiry and study of 
the subject, con­ 
vince themselves of the fact th at there 
is much money to be made by subdividing 
the lands into twenty and forty-acre tracts, 
uniformly along the great main roads 
leading out of the city eastwardly. 
T hat 
they then make the subdivisions. T hat 
then water be raised by steam motors or 
brought from the American river in flumes 
and led upon every tract. 
And this is by 
no means a great task. 
As is pointed out 
if rich gold diggings should lie discovered 
near Florin or Rrighton or Elk Grove 
w ithin three months' time water in quan­ 
tity would be piped to the place and thou­ 
sands of men would !>e applying it to the 
extraction of the precious metal. 
Yet 
between this city and Folsom in one direc­ 
tion, and Elk Grove in another, there is 
greater promise, more actual enduring 
wealth, more of real permanent value than 
in a dozen gold mines of high character. 
The tracts divided and water for irriga­ 
tion assured—and it is near at hand, easy 
of conveyance and capital will bring it in 
so soon as the guarantee of population that 
subdivision will give is made— there re­ 
mains the building of two or three short 
lines of tramways, suited to light motors, 
to traverse this suburban region and bring 
every tract into frequent, cheap, easy and 
speedy communication w ith the city. 
We 
have abiding faith in the proposition that 
if a subdivision scheme can be carried out> 
and water assured for irrigation, pop­ 
ulation and the local railways will follow 
right speed ¡if. As to which will come 
first 
may 
be 
debatable, 
but 
they 
will 
be 
very 
nearly 
contempora­ 
neous. 
One line of railway and a branch, 
already tap a large part of the section in­ 
dicated, and these lines will readily re­ 
spond to the spirit of the new movement. 
There will be needed then but two short 
cheap lines at the utmost in addition, to 
bring every acre into immediate quick com­ 
munication with the business of the city. 
These lands are splendidly situated ; they 
produce fruits and l>crries and general 
products with great bounteousness ; the 
question of “ hard pan” is practically set­ 
tled ; orchards arc now grown upon it in 
defiance of its native stubbornness. Florin, 
with its wonderful prosperity under the 
“small-tract" system, can he spread over 
the whole region eastward from this city 
for twenty miles, and longitudinally for a 
like distance. 
W hen this work is once en­ 
tered upon it will progress with a s¡>eed 
that will put the wonderful growth of the 
country suburban to Los Angeles to the 
blush for its laurels. 
Unquestionably, whatever the possible 
miscalculation of details, the fundamentals, 
the essentials of this scheme are sound. 
They are clearly so sound that, with such 
soil, such relation to m arket, such climate, 
sim ilar lands anywhere in thw east would 
teem with population, revel in prosperity, 
and contribute to the support of a large 
and flourishing city. 
W ithin a circuit of 
a dozen miles eastwardly of Sacramento 
there are probably a hundred homes, but 
there is capacity for one thousand, i>ossi!>ly 
for as many more ; every one reliant upon 
tiie soil and strong in its independence and 
self-helpfulness. 
If, as our correspondent 
avers, the leading land proprietors are al- 
readlv warmly favorable to the subdivision 
proposition, one-half the work is done. 
Consent to action, conviction of the public­ 
spiritedness of the scheme, is half the bat­ 
tle won. 
Details we care little about; the great 
central and controlling idea is the “ boom” 
of the local region. 
It is jawsible; it is 
w ithin easy reach ; we can have it if we 
will. 
There will lie no difficulty at all 
■comparable with the benefits to flow in 
peopling the section with desirable liome- 
seekers, if we but will it. 
Five hundred 
families located between this city and Elk 
Grove, with improved roads, fine drives 
and water in plenty is within the possibil­ 
ity of accomplishment in the next three 
years. 
If the people of Sacramento were 
called upon to put $200,000 into the work 
it would be the safest and best of schemes 
in which the sum could be launched. 
If 
capitalization of the scheme is needed, 
there is money in plenty in Sacramento to 
do it, which is now employed less usefully 
—mainly in lending and interest-getting 
from the necessities of men. 
W e could 
name thirty men in this citv, whose homes 
aud interests are here, who could, if they 
wouid, put the whole sum named into a 
local improvement association that would 
have no difficulty in setting the new idea 
upon practical feet and guaranteeing for 
it speedy success. 
But all these things may lie worked out 
even if capitalists remain inactive. 
Com­ 
bined effort; the sinking of selfishness. 
the disregard of jealousy and fossil ism ; 
some manifestation of such public spirit as 
is now stirring San Jose, Stockton, Oak­ 
land, Santa Cruz and San Diego to their 
centers, will do wonders for Sacramento, 


enhance the value largely of every lot of 
land in the city, treble our trade, double 
| our industries and put us in the middle of 
the swim of a “ boom” that will be endless. 
The only question is, shall we wait for 
all these things to come about according to 
slow processes, or hasten them ? 
For who­ 
ever looks the situation squarely in the 
face must see that eventually all the sur- 
burban region of this city must teem with 
an industrious, prosperous population, be 
cut by fine roads and make this city two­ 
fold more populous, wealthy and thriving, 
tlian it now is. 
W e can hasten this cer­ 
tainly; realize it almost immediately, pre­ 
cisely as has been done in half a dozen 
places in the Southern country; for we 
have everything to favor us, fewer obsta­ 
cles to overcome and immeasurably greater 
advantages. 
Let there be immediate quickening of 
public spirit now, that each may reap the 
benefits of the progressive era before trade 
centers are fixed elsewhere, and commerce 
has settled into channels from which it 
cannot be diverted. 
We are in the forma­ 
tive state, the present is the tim e for a 
“ boom” and to reap its profits. 
If we 
wait, and doubt, and fear to plunge in, the 
“ good time ” we may have now, will come 
only after long years and when the men of 
to-day have left the stage of action. 


LAY1HG THE CORNER STORE. 


Saturday, May 14, 1887, will go down in 
the history of the State aud the nation as 
a date of the foremost importance. 
It was 
given prominence among other remarkable 
days of the 
era, 
by a simple and 
impressive ceremony at Palo Alto, m ark­ 
ing the laying of the corner stone of the 
Iceland Stanford Jr. University. The in­ 
stitution thus opening the second chapter 
in its history, is designed ujxm an educa­ 
tional plan broader, sounder and more 
beneficent than any which has preceded it, 
and probably upon a scheme that will 
prove of more practical usefulness to 
American youth than any that will be­ 
come contemporary to it. 
The unostentation that characterized 
the placing of the stone is significant of 
the earnestness and pure unselfishness of 
which the idea of the institution was 
horn. 
The great universities of the world 
have been scientific and classical schools, 
with here and there mechanical and agri­ 
cultural colleges attached ; but it has re­ 
mained for Governor Iceland Stanford and 
wife to put into motion the idea of a nni- 
versity that is to go to the full lim it of in­ 
tellectual 
development, without 
losing 
sight of the practical every-day need of the 
trained hand. 
It is to l>e an institution devoted alike to 
head and h an d ; a university of brain and 
brawn ; 
a means of manual training as 
well as mental culture. 
It is to conserve, 
develop and train not alone the taste for 
learning in classic and historic lore, and 
the schools of thought and the research of 
modern science, but is to quicken the im­ 
pulses for art and cultivate and direct the 
artistic taste. 
It is not only to qualify the 
young man for early entry upon the prac­ 
tice of the mechanic arts, but it is to train 
him to just the right degree in state craft, 
and to cultivate in 
him a patriotic 
spirit and love for the study of the polit­ 
ical institutions of his country. 
It is, as 
the founders have expressed it with em­ 
phasis in the substructural deed of gift-, 
not only to enlarge the mind and cultivate 
its native ability, but it is to qualify 
students for the battle of life, to make them 
self-reliant and self-helpful. 
» 
Such a scheme so sweeping in its design, 
and so comprehensive in its scope, is in ad­ 
vance of any educational means yet de­ 
vised by man. 
It may lie said therefore to 
he typical of the sum of demand in educa­ 
tion ; as the practical result of experience 
in all former educational agencies em­ 
ployed, and the answer to the needs of 
civilization to which present institutions 
d > not adequately reply. 
No other insti­ 
tution has had such a rich endowment 
and in the case of no other has the plan 
for the fulfillment of its designs lieen so 
carefully guarded against diversion or de­ 
feat. 
Californians entertaining a profound 
pride in their State will point to this benef­ 
icent sequestration of wealth to the pur­ 
poses ef education by two of her citizeus, 
as one of the proudest of monuments to 
California philanthropy 
and American 
benevolence.

Jr', University was laid on Saturday with 
simple and interesting ceremonies. The 
8:30 morning train from San Francisco con­ 
veyed the Trustees and guests to Menlo 
Park, the Trustees, a majority of whom 
attended, occupying a special car. On ar­ 
riving at Menlo Park Station, Governor 
Stanford met his guests, and a number of 
vehicles took the visitors to the sceDe of 
the ceremony. The site selected for the 
main building of the University, at the 
northwest corner of which the stone was 
te belaid, was soon reached. Thereabout 
400 people had gathered. Over the spot a 
canopy of canvas had been erected. Be­ 
neath this stood the Trustees and the sing­

Church. 
THE CEREMONY. 
Senator and Mrs. Stanford occupied seats 
upon the platform immediately before the 
blocks of the foundation, and on each side 
of them, in the front row of seats, sat Mrs.

W. E. Brown, Mrs. Moses Hopkins, Mrs. 
Crocker, and Mrs. H. W. Seale. 
Behind, 
upon the staging and about the stones, 
were gathered the trustees of the institution 
and other guests, while other interested 
spectators grouped themselves in the vi­ 
cinity of the scene. W hen all was ready 
Senator Stanford arose, and with uncovered 
head, said in a low voice: “ We will begin 
the exercises with a praver by Rev. Dr.

U niversity—a u n i­ 
versity w hich, it is hojxid, iu th e n e ar future, 
w hen m ore h illy developed, w ill be second to 
no in stitu tio n o f learn in g in th e land. 
T hat it 
m ay be so is th e a rd e n t desire o f its founders, 
a n d to secure thift g ra n d result th e university 
h as been so m uuificem ly endow ed as to a ttract 
th e a itc n tio n a u d call forth th e ad m iratio n o f 
th e w orld. 
All th is has been done w hile those 
m ak in g th e en d o w m en t y et live, w h ile am bition 
tor fu rth er acquisitions is usually still active iu 
th e h n m a u breast. 
T he founders o f th e co n tem p lated univ ersity 
very properly and very w isely resolve to tbern- 
selvespersonally to carry o u t th e g reat p lan s they 
hav e form ed, a n d see th a t th eird esig n s are duly 
e x ecu ted a u d ih e d esired result a tta in ed . 
T he n atu re, objects, purposes an d scope o f th e 
com ing in stitu tio n m ay be best stated in th e 
concise language o f th e founders, us set lorth in 
th e ir d eed o f tru st: 
" Its n a tu r e - tiiat o f a u n i­ 
versity, w ith such sem inaries o f learn in g as 
sh all m ak e it o f th e h ig h est grade, inclu d in g 
m ech an ical in stitu tes, m useum s, galleries of 
art. laboratories an d conservatories, together 
w ith a ll th in g s necessary for th e study of ag ri­ 
c u ltu re in all its branches, a n d for m echanical 
tra in in g an d th e studies a n d exercises lirected 
to th e c u ltiv atio n an d en larg em en t o f th e m ind. 
Its object, to qu alify stu d en ts fo r personal suc­ 
cess, a n d d irect usefulness in life. 
A nd its p u r­ 
poses. to prom ote th e p ublic w elfare, by ex er­ 
cising an influence in b e h alf oi h u m a n ity an d 
civilization, teach in g th e iilessings o f liberty, 
reg u lated by law . an d in cu lcatin g love an d rev ­ 
eren ce for Hie great prin cip les of governm ent, 
as deriv ed from th e in alien ab le rig h ts o f m an to 
life, lib erty au d th e p u rsu it o f hap p in ess.” 
To 
w h at n o b ler objects, w h at m ore benefieient p u r­ 
poses, w h at g ra n d e r w ork, can h u m a n energies 
an d th e accu m u latio n s o f a suecesslul business 
life be devoted? 
It w ill be seen, by th is b rief statem en t o f th e 
n atu re, objects an d purposes of th e foundation, 
th a t th e u liim ate scope of th e in stitu tio n , w hen 
fully developed, is oi th e broadest am i most 
com prehensive c h arac te r ; th a t it em braces the 
w hole range o f h u m an in stru ctio n , h u m an 
know ledge a n d h u m a n research ; an d con tem ­ 
plates affording th e m eans for still fu rth e r re­ 
search , discovery a n d ad v an cem en t in know l­ 
edge. 
It contem plates p rep arato ry an d arad em ie in ­ 
struction : collegiate In stru ctio n in various col­ 
leges. such as colleges o f letters, o r law . of 
tnediciue ; tech n ical colleges a n d in stitu tes for 
in stru í lion in th e varions m echanical an d tine 
arts, a n d th e p u rsu it of post-graduate studies, 
an d research ap p ro p riate to a u n iv ersity proper 
ot th e v ery h ig h est grade. 
It is especially d e ­ 
signed to give instru ctio n in those m ech an ical 
arts, th e exercise o f w hich ten d to am elio rate 
th e con d itio n a n d crtbtribute to th e elev atio n 
and h a p p im ss o f m a n k in d at large—such as 
ag ricu ltu re and ih e various m ech an ical pursuits. 
T n e am ple d o nation o f m eans, th e location 
w ith in an h o u r's ride o f th e m etropolis o f the 
Pacific States, a n d th e am o u n t o f territo ry set 
apart tor th e sole, special, im m ed iate use and 
o ccupation oi th e U niversity, not in clu d in g th e 
large d-.m ain exclusively ap p ro p riated ti> th e 
purposes o f affording revenue, arc on a scale 
corresponding w ith th e extern au d g ra n d e u r o f 
th e conception. 
T he tract o f lan d th u s set ap art 
a n d forever devoted to th e uses o f th e U niver­ 
sity, upon w hich we have now laid Ihe co rn er­ 
stone oi th e first o f a scries of edifices to be 
erected lor its aecom m odaU on, con tain s m ore 
th a n th irtee n square m iles, all of w h ich is a d ­ 
m irab ly a d ap ted 10 th e req u irem en ts o f its 
various d ep artm en ts, a n d especially those o f 
a g ricu ltu re a n d th e m ech an ic arts. T h ere is 
u n rp lero o m for ail d ep artm en ts o f th e g ra n d ­ 
est of in stitu tio n s oi th e k in d to w ork h a r­ 
m oniously together. T he fitness o f th e location 
lor th e co n tem p lated purposes is jo in te d o n t, 
a n d th e oojects m ore fully developed in th e a d ­ 
dress ol th e donors to th e T rustees, m ade at th e 
tim e o f th e ex ecu tio n o f th e deed o f tru st a fter 
th e organization o f th e B oard, to w hich address 
reference for fu rth e r inform ation is m ade. 
S hould th e plaus o f th e founders of th e 
L eland Stanford, Jr., U niversity be successfully 
carried out. th ere is n o calcula lin g th e benefits 
th a t m ust necessarily accrue, not o n ly to th e 
sta te of U aiitom ia. bu t to th e e n tire catio n au d 
m a n k in d at large. 
W no can estim ate o r co n ­ 
ceive th e influence of such in stitu tio n s as H ar­ 
vard a n d Yale, o r even of th e h u n d red s o f lesser 
note, njion th e in tellectu al, m oral a u d m aterial 
w ell-being an d prosperity o f o u r vast co u n try ? 
Or o f such in stitu tio n s as O xford an d C am ­ 
bridge, not only upon th e destinies o f E ngland, 
but ot Europe a u d o f tlie en tire h u m an race? 
i i i s t h e cu ltiv atio n of letters und th e varions 
' arts a n d sciences, th ro u g h such agencies, th a t 
elevates civilized a n d en lig h ten ed m an. a n d 
place--, h im a p o n th e p ian e so far above th e 
savage. 
T h at people w hicli carries its cJuea- 
t o n ai Institutions to th e utm ost p o in t of p erfec­ 
tion an d o f usefulness a tta in ab le is th e people 
th a t rise to th e h ig h est jd a u e o f h u m a n exlst- 
e ce a n d happiness. 
T he little grove in th e suburhs o f A thens, 
w h ich A cadem us presented to th e A th en ian s 
c -nstitu’ed th e academ y in w hich S ócrates an d 


all th e jieojiles o f Eurojie a u d th e ir d escendants 
iu A m erica an d w h erev er else th ey m uy be 
found on th e face of th e e a rth . T h e’ iieople of 
th a t little R epublic o f A ttica, th e w hole area of 
w hose territo ry w as o n ly ab o u t tw o th ird s as 
large as th a t o f th e county o f S an ta C lara iu 
w hich o u r com ing U niversity is located, e x er­ 
cised a g re a te r influence o v er th e civilization, 
in stitu tio n s a n d d estinies o f m o d em natio n s 
th a n any o th e r people, how ever great. 
T h e groves o f Ralo Alto are m uch larg er th a n 
“ A cadem us’ sacred sh ad e.” T hese stu rd y , u m ­ 
brageous oaks, w ith b riarean a rm s ; these stal­ 
w art sp read in g lau rels, a n d th ese ta il eu caly p ti, 
are m uch g ra n d e r a n d m ore im posing th a n th e 
a rb o r te n a n ts o f th e grove a t A thens.

All o u r conditions are eq u ally favor­ 
ab le to h e alth , to p hysical a n d m en tal develop­ 
m ent, a u d to physical a n d m en tal enjoym ent 
Not an h o u r in th e y ear is so cold as to in terfere 
w ith m en tal o r physical labor, no r an h o u r so 
h o t as to ren d er one lan g u id , indisjiosed to phys­ 
ical o r m en tal e x ertio n , o r as to d u ll th e edge of 
th o u g h t. T h ere is no t a place in o u r broad lan d 
outside o f o u r ow n beloved S tate, w here one 
can perform so m uch continuous, p hysical o r 
m en tal labor, w ith o u t w eariness o r irksom eness 
S hould th e p lan s o f th e founders o f th e L eland 
S tauford, Ju n io r, U niversity be carried ou t in 
accordance w ith th e ir g ran d conceptions w ith 
such ad v an tag es as th e location a n d clim ate a f­ 
ford, w hy sh ould n o t stu d en ts be u ttracted to its 
Portals, not only from C alifornia b u t from all 
th e o th e r S tates o f ou r vast co u n try , now con­ 
ta in in g 60,000.000 o f people, a n d even lrom for­ 
eign lan d s? W hat sh o u ld prev en t o u r university 
from becom ing in th e great future th e first in 
th is or an y o th e r lan d ?

THE LAYING OF TBk STONE. 
Judge Sawyer's remarks were listened to 
with the closest attention, and his delivery 
was marked by profound earnestness. 
At 
the conclusion of the address there was 
s«ng by the choir tbree versee of a bvmii. 
W ith the beginning of the hymn a 'm a n 
prepared the mortar for the stone ami 
handed Senator Stanford a new steel trowel, 
who also took up a copper box that had 
been sealed up the night before and placed 
it in the hollow made in the nether stone 
of the foundation corner of the Memorial 
Chapel which is to form a part of the chief 
structure.

Photographs of Leianu Stanford, Jr., a 
publication containing the history of the 
endowment gift, the address of Senator 
Stauford to the Tmstees of the Leland 
Stanford Jr. University, and other docu­ 
ments. 
The m ortar was then spread upou the 
stone by Governor Stauford, and a box of 
sandstone, inscribed 
appropriately, was 
lowered upon it. which Governor Stanford 
tapped thrice v ith a ham m er and pro­ 
nounced the stone well aud truly laid.

The International Convention of the 
\o u u g Men’s Christian Associations re­ 
sumed its session at Dr. Barrows' church at 
San Francisco Saturday morning. President 
Blake in the chair. 
H. F. Vi illiams, of Minnesota, gave an 
account of good that the association to 
which he is attached is effecting among the 
Indians of Dakota. 
There are thirteen 
Associations on the reservations. The In ­ 
dians had some peculiar methods of con­ 
ducting their work, but thev were effective 
and in many respects worthy of imitation. 
W illiam W adham, of Portland, Or., spoke 
of the work among the Indians, particu­ 
larly in Alaska, where there is an zYssocia- 
tion with fifty Indian members. 
The supplementary report of the interna­ 
tional committee was read and discussed 
section by section. The first was a me­ 
morial resolution referring to the death of 
Colonel W illiam P. Munford of Richmond, 
Va. The second resolution commends the 
action of the committee in engaging the 
services of fourteen special agents to sup­ 
plem ent the staff of thirteen secretaries 
The third resolution congratulates the or­ 
ganization on the establishment of a school 
for Christian workers, which has been in 
successful operation at Springfield, Mass., 
since September, 1885. It is expressly for 
the training of general secretaries of Young 
Men s Christian Associations, and is unde­ 
nominational. This year it has forty-four 
students, including men from Ñeav Eng­ 
land, the Middle, Southern and Western 
States, Canada, France and Turkey. The 
institution has accommodations for sev­ 
enty-five students, and the curriculum in ­ 
cludes a general course of instruction, and 
also a special course in the work ot the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 
The fourth 
resolution 
extended the 
thanks of the Convention to David Allen 
Reed, the founder of the school. It also 
recommended activity of the International 
Committee among railroad employes. 
The fifth resolution appoints H. E. Saw­ 
yer a member of the Advisory Committee 
for three years ending 1893. 
At nocn the delegates adjourned to the 
hall of the Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion, where a magnificent 
dinner was 
spread by the ladies of the Episcopal 
churches. Over three hundred persons eat 
down at the tables at the same time, and 
were waited upon by lady attendants. Gen­ 
eral O. O. Howard presided. 
At 2:30 the afternoon session opened at 
the church with devotional exercises, after 
which addresses on the German work were 
made by J. W. Rcideman, Secretary of the 
German Branch of the San Francisco As­ 
sociation, G. K. Shurtleft', of Utica, N. Y., 
and J. G. Kessler, of St. Louis, Mo. Mr. 
Kessler said the Association was one of the 
best agencies for Americanizing the Ger­ 
man people. The Turners, a German so­ 
ciety, was, he said, one of the strongest 
anti-religious organizations in the country. 
During the year it had opened the eyes of 
the people in Chicago bv declaring its sym ­ 
pathy with the Anarchists. 
One of the 
most influential of the German papers, he 
said, at. first refused to believe this, and 
claimed that i: was not the rule but the ex­ 
ception, until seventeen of the thirty-three 
societies in Chicago declared sym pathy 
with the condemned Anarchists. 
rA jiaper entitled “ Spiritual W ork for 
Young Men the Prim ary Object of the As­ 
sociation.” by Russeil 'Sturgis, of Boston, 
was read by W. E. Lewis. In the paper 
was incorporated an epitomized history of 
the organization. 
A message from W m. M. Calpin, Cincin­ 
nati, Ohio, was read, announcing (hat the 
subscription for the Y. M. C. A. building 
in that city had reached $30,000. 
A resolution in favor of amending the 
charter of the Association, m aking all such 
persons eligible to membership on the 
Board ot Trustees as are male members in 
good standing of evangelical churches, as 
defined by the Portland conference of 
1869, was adopted. 
By invitation of the King of Sweden, the 
W orld’s Convention, Y. M. C. A., in 1888, 
will be held at Stockholm, and a resolution 
was adopted authorizing the International 
Committee to accredit delegates thereto. 
George T. Coxhead, of St. Louis, offered 
a resolution recommending special work 
among sailors. Adopted. 
D. A. Reed opened the discussion of the 
report of the international eommitee. He 
said the total cost of the land, building ana 
furniture was $43,485, and that it is now 
worth $45,000. 
The Committee on Credentials reported 
the total num ber of delegates present 319, 
of whom 206 were regular. 
At the evening session General Howard 
presided. Thanks werevoted totherailroad 
and steamboat comjianies and managers 
lor courtesies. 
A paper on “ Association Buildings,” by 
Nelson J. Evans, President of the Philadel- 
jdiia Association, was read by David Mc- 
Conaugliy, Jr. The reading of the paper 
was followed by a series of steropticon 
views of the Association buildings through­ 
out the United States and Territories, in 
British America and Australia. 
General Howard next made a farewell 
address to the convention, and bid the 
delegates God speed in the glorious work 
in which they are engaged. 
L. I>. W ishard 
sang a solo and D. A. Sinclair pronounced 
the closing jiraver.

T h irte e n th D istric t A g ric u ltu ra l S ociety. 
A t a meeting of the Directors of the 
Thirteenth District Agricultural Society 
w ith the members of the Agricultural 
Association at Marysville, on Saturday, I).

“ carrying” the fair grounds property in 
the interest of the Society, made a proposi­ 
tion, in response to a request to that effect, 
bv a committee appointed at a previous 
meeting, showing by a recount of expendi­ 
tures that the place had cost him nearly 
$4.000, and for that sum lie would sel! it.

D o m e s tic a te d C arp . 
The Galt Gazette has the following refer- 
enee to the enterprise of a well-known 
resident of this county : 
“ About the most 
interesting s'ght on the wagon-road be­ 
tween Galt and Sacramento is Pete Miller’s 
carp pond at the Lake House. 
Mr. Miller 
has a large artificial pond at this place, in 
which there is a uepth of eighteen feet of 
water and about two hundred thousand 
carp, more or less. Aside from furnishing 
a revenue to its owner, ihis pond and the 
fish afford great pleasure to residents of the 
vicinity and amusement to strangers. The 
lis' vary in age from hatching time to three 
years, and in weight up to five ponnds - 
some of them being two feet long. A most 
interesting sight is to see the carp taking 
their meals. It is the practice of Mr. 
Milier to feed the fish daily about noon­ 
time. As the hour approaches he repairs 
to a certain place on the bank, with a good 
supply of bread. H e then calls the carp 
to him casts the bread upon the water, and 
the fish swarm to the feeding ground, as 
would a drove of hogs, at the sound of his 
voice. The scramble for crumbs at times 
becomes fearful; they even jum p from the 
water to the bank to secure a morsel of 
food, and readily eat bread from the hand 
of the feeder without manifesting the least 
fear. It is amusing to see them feed and 
worth going a long way to see.”
